RESIDENTS TO ALLEVIATING THE WATER CRISIS IN FLINT, MICHIGAN 

WHEREAS, the drinking water of the City of Flint, Michigan became contaminated with lead in April 
2014, during a period wherein the city was under the control of a state-appointed emergency manager; and 

WHEREAS, that state-appointed emergency manager, in an effort to cut costs, made a decision to 
temporarily draw Flint’s water from the Flint River instead of Lake Huron; and 

WHEREAS, in drawing Flint's water from the Flint River, the Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality has conceded that it failed to treat that water with the chemicals needed to ensure that water’s safety, 
thereby causing lead to leach from pipes and fixtures into Flint’s drinking water; and 
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WHEREAS, the presence of lead in Flint’s drinking water has led to a public health crisis, resulting in 
8,657 children being exposed to lead; and 

WHEREAS, children are more susceptible to lead poisoning than adults; and 

WHEREAS, the People of Flint continue to deal with restrictions on access to water and health concerns, 
and the ongoing crisis has seized the attention of the nation; and 

WHEREAS, in Cook County, many residents have shown exemplary citizenship by stepping forward to 
assist the residents of Flint, Michigan in their hour of need; and 

WHEREAS, Chicago firefighter Eric Washington organized a team of friends to collect donations of 
bottled water for the people of Flint, Michigan; and 

WHEREAS, Firefighter Washington created a web page with the website GoFundMe hoping to raise some 
money in order to buy bottled water for residents of Flint, Michigan, and ultimately raised $17,000.00; and 

WHEREAS, in addition to the money raised through GoFundMe, Firefighter Washington continued to 
collect bottled water in person for the people of Flint, Michigan; and 

WHEREAS, Firefighter Washington has stated that he views his service to the people of Flint as an 
extension of his public service as a firefighter, expressing the need to help others beyond just the hours he 
spends on the job; and 

WHEREAS, on the West Side of Chicago and in the near West Cook suburbs, at least a dozen pastors and 
clergy joined to form the Water for Life campaign, collecting more than 1,000 cases of water to deliver to 
the people of Flint by truck; and 

WHEREAS, those pastors and clergy including Reverend Cy Fields of New Landmark Missionary Baptist 
Church, Reverend Ira Acree of Greater St. John Bible Church, Reverend Marshall Hatch of New Mt. 
Pilgrim Church, and Rabbi Max Weiss of Oak Park Temple, have committed to follow up their collection 
of water with continued and sustained outreach to the people of Flint, Michigan; and 

WHEREAS, on the South Side of Chicago, Sweet Holy Spirit Church, under the leadership of Bishop 
Larry Trotter, held a seven-day drive to collect bottled water for the people of Flint; and 

WHEREAS, members of Sweet Holy Spirit Church collected 160,000 bottles of water for the people of 
Flint; and 

WHEREAS, on February 3, 2016, the 160,000 bottles of water collected by the members of Sweet Holy 
Spirit Church were loaded onto two trucks donated by the Custom Companies Trucking Finn and 
transported to Flint, Michigan; and 

WHEREAS, officials with the Village of Maywood have led an effort to collect bottled water for the people 
of Flint, Michigan and have contributed bottled water to the residents of Flint; and 
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WHEREAS, the acts of compassion and service undertaken by the aforementioned individuals and groups 
represent the very best of the people of Cook County.

CELEBRATING BLACK HISTORY MONTH 

WHEREAS, Black History Month provides an opportunity for the residents of Cook County to recognize

WHEREAS, Almighty God, in His infinite wisdom, has called Otis Clay from our midst; and 
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WHEREAS, Otis Clay was bom February 11, 1942 in Waxhaw, Mississippi; and 

WHEREAS, as a child he began to imitate what he heard and saw, church was an essential part of Otis 
Clay life and that is where the singing began; and 

WHEREAS, in the 1950’s Otis Clay relocated to Chicago, Illinois, in which Gospel would remain his 
primary focus. He joined several groups which included: Golden Jubilees, Charles Bridges Famous Blue 
Jay Singers in 1960, the Holy Wonders, Pilgrim Hannonizers, the Gospel Songbirds, and the Sensational 
Nightingales; and 

WHEREAS, even as Otis Clay sang spirituals, he cut an unissued R and B session for Columbia Records 
with producer Carl Davis. His first hit came in 1967 with ‘That’s How It is (When You’re in Love)”, which 
reached #34 on the US Billboard R&B chart, followed by “A Lasting Love” #48 on the R&B chart; and 

WHEREAS, in 1968 Otis Clay contract was bought by Atlantic Records who’s subsidiary label Cotillion 
Records released, “She’s About A Mover”, which was produced at the FAME Studios in Muscle Shoals; 
and 

WHEREAS, Otis Clay moved to Mitchell’s Hi Records in 1971 and made many of his best known soul 
blues records for the label including “Trying to Live My Life Without You”, “If I Could Reach Out.” He 
moved on to Kayvette Records where he had his national hit single in 1977 “All Because of Your Love.” 
He also recorded for Elka and Rounder labels as well as his own record company Echo Records for whom 
he recorded the gospel album “Walk A Mile in My Shoes”; and 

WHEREAS, Otis Clay was inducted into the Blues Hall of Fame in 2013; and 

WHEREAS, Otis Clay was an active intractable person in the community, having served as Chairman of 
the Board of the non-profit Tobacco Road, Inc. He was extensively involved in the development, planning 
and fundraising of the Harold Washington Cultural Center at 47th and King Drive for the revitalization and 
redevelopment of the historic Bronzeville neighborhood. In addition as long time resident of the Chicago’s 
West-side he also was a businessman/entrepreneur of K-Town Cleaners a boutique store and Echo 
recording studio in the North Lawndale Community; and 

WHEREAS, Otis Clay was a member of North Star Lodge No. 1, Talma Chapter No. 2 Order of the Eastern 
Star, Prince Hall, F and AM, State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the community has lost s great friend in Otis Clay. He will be sorely missed by his family, 
friends, neighbors, and fellow musicians.

COMMEMORATING THE EXCEPTIONAL LIFE, COURACHOUS SPIRIT AND 
C^ENEROSn Y OF WAL PER REED 

WHEREAS, Walter Reed died at the age of 91 having lived a remarkable life that was touched by the 
deepest sadness and the greatest joy. He was a successful businessman, an inspiring author and speaker, 
and a tireless advocate for those who struggled with special needs. While he never forgot the anti-Semitism 
he faced in Germany that killed his family, or the prejudice that led him to change his name and hide his 
past for 50 years he had a strong desire to never be a prisoner of the past; and 

WHEREAS, Walter Reed was bom Werner Rindsberg in Gennany in 1924 and spent his early childhood 
in Bavaria. In June 1939, his family put him on a train for Brussels as part of a children's refugee rescue 
program. Eventually he made his way to La Hille, France, where he and 100 other Jewish children were 
hidden from the Gennans, barely surviving at an abandoned French estate called Chateau de La Hille. He 
was able to leave France in 1941 for New York, where his mother had relatives, however, his parents and 
siblings perished during the Holocaust; and 

WHEREAS, when Walter Reed arrived in New York he became an apprentice to a tool-and-die maker and 
enrolled in high school. In 1943, when he was 19, he was drafted into the army. The anny offered U.S. 
citizenship and Walter changed his name as part of that process. He shed his Gennan name of Werner 
Rindsberg along with his German accent. He worked at Allied headquarters in Paris as a Gennan translator 
who assisted with prisoner interrogation. One of his assignments was the denazification of the university at 
Marburg. Despite having only a high school education, he played a major role in deciding which of the 
eminent faculty could teach. After the Gennan surrender he served in the Counter Intelligence Corps which 
had the task of denazifying the Germans; and 

WHEREAS, after the war, Walter Reed attended the University of Missouri where he received a degree in 
journalism and worked successfully for many years in the public relations field. He settled in Chicago and 
worked for decades as the public relations director of the National Automatic Merchandising Association, 
the national organization of vending-machine businesses. Walter and his wife Jeanne moved to Wilmette 
where they raised three sons Brian, Andrew and McRae; and 

WHEREAS, following the birth of their first son, Brian, who was bom with cerebral palsy, Walter Reed 
became a special needs advocate. He spoke publicly about his son's condition and about how people treat 
the disabled, and in 1977 he became one of 16 Illinois delegates to the White House Conference on Persons 
With Disabilities. In the mid-80s he began a nine-year tenn on the board of directors of the Anixter Center, 
a service agency helping people with disabilities in the Chicago region, and he cofounded and served as the 
first president of the Parents Alliance of the Northern Suburban Special Education District; working closely 
with the local school district. In recognition for his tireless work the District 39 Educational Foundation 
presented him with the 2010 Distinguished Citizen Award; and 

WHEREAS, Walter Reed retired in 1989 and started a consulting business. After he read a Chicago 
Tribune article about Steven Spielberg’s foundation collecting oral histories from Holocaust survivors he 
shared his story with Spielberg’s Shoah project. Afterwards, Walter Reed traveled with his family back to 
France. He learned that the owner of the bam where he had lived for ten months was still alive and that 90 
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out of the 100 now-grown Children of La Hille had been holding regular reunions. He organized a reunion 
in Wilmette in 1998 and later wrote a well-reviewed 2015 book, ‘The Children of La Hille: Eluding Nazi 
Capture During World War II,” describing how he and the other Jewish boys and girls from 4 to 18 years 
old survived part of the war in France; and 

WHERE AS for many years Walter Reed never revealed the truth about his past to his friends or coworkers. 
But the struggles of his fonnative years quietly inspired the activism of his later years. He spent his life 
opposing discrimination. “The activism on behalf of the disabled grows out of the sense that if good citizens 
don't take part in the life of their country, bad things will flourish. To me, it’s not just the Nazis. It’s 
Cambodia.

One of the 
organization’s traditions was to have members to share their stories. He had been active with the 
organization working alongside people for years who thought they knew him but they were surprised to 
hear of his fleeing the Nazis; and 

WHEREAS, Walter Reed spent nearly his entire life in service to others in one way or another. He served 
on the Boards of the Chicago Metropolitan Planning Council and the Anixter Center. He was a nineteen- 
year Rotarian and was active with the Illinois Holocaust Museum. In 2015 he was appointed to the village 
of Wilmette’s Housing Our Own Wilmette board of directors; and 

WHEREAS, Walter Reed was a tireless advocate up until his last moment despite having had a serious 
heart attack in the 1980’s. He regularly gave speeches about his life; he called it ’’The Triumph of the 
Human Spirit.” He chose that title because ’’even in the darkest times and the most horrible situations, 
humans can rise and do rise above the circumstances.

Summary: These contracts are the second set of the JAC’s annual Violence Prevention, Intervention, 
and Reduction Grant Awards. Additional awards in the amounts of $40,000 (8), and $10,000 (8) were 
submitted to the Board on October 7, 2015. 

The Miracle Center: This grant will fund an after school program that includes academic support and 
enrichment; college preparation through continuous support of navigating the process of selecting, 
applying to, and enrolling in a college; and service learning. The Miracle Center uses the arts to engage 
youth in order to build their life skills and academic achievement. The unique focus of the program is 
both on the arts and entrepreneurial skills to build competencies and reduce risk factors. They engage 
local community chambers of commerce and business professionals to provide workshops and trainings 
for youth ranging from financial literacy to leadership skills. The business professionals also serve as 
one-on-one mentors. The program operates five days a week, with three days focused on specific 
workshops and competency building and two days focused on open forum academic enrichment 
activities. The program will focus on youth form the greater Humboldt Park community area. 

Union League Boys and Girls Clubs: This grant will support the operations of the Barreto Union 
League Boys and Girls Club in Humboldt Park. Specifically the grant will fund an additional 60 youth to 
be served by the “Formula for Impact’' program at the club. This program includes the BGCA programs 
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SMAK Power Hour, and Healthy Habits. In addition, two other program components are offered: (1) 
Youth for Unity which teaches self-appreciation, diversity training, and leadership training to confront 
bias and in justice; and (2) Know Peace, an end of school year activity including art projects, performance 
arts, and neighborhood parades spreading a philosophy of peace and non-violence. 

UMOJA Student Development Corporation: This grant will fund UMOJA Student Development 
Corporation’s operations in both the Englewood and Rogers Park neighborhoods. To address violence in 
these communities, research was used to tie school disciplinary practices to risk factors for violence 
involvement. The program will serve 3 High Schools (Hope, Harper and Sullivan), with a school based 
model with UMOJA, Mikva and Lurie Children’s Hospital partnering to provide a three tiered support 
and intervention model. It includes balanced and restorative justice practices (peace rooms), mental 
health services and student driven interventions. 

Westside Health Authority: This grant will fund the “Band of Brothers” project. The project will focus 
on African American males ages 16-24 living in and around the Austin Community who are either gang 
affiliated, have a history of two or more arrests, or have been adjudicated in the Cook County courts. 
Additionally, the participants must either have a violent history or a propensity towards violence as 
indicated by court ordered mental health counseling or anger management. The program includes 
intensive youth mentoring; development and concentrated skills training; GED classes; anger 
management, mental health, substance abuse and cognitive behavioral therapy; social change worksite 
placement; and the development of individual employment plans for 45 youth. In addition, all 
participants will take part in an overnight retreat to escape the stresses of their community and help them 
focus on their future plans and success. 

Storycatchers Theatre: This grant will address weaknesses in the existing correctional system, and with 
data and research the issue of recidivism for youth who are incarcerated and the risk of violence that is 
carried with that. The program focuses on recently released youth, and described the challenges they 
face. 

The program will provide youth with a very specialized opportunity for personal advancement through 
artistic and employment training. Providing part time employment of youth for a personal story driven 
performance piece using theatre the program will teach leadership, responsibility, allow youth to address 
trauma, and teach empathy for other. Storycatchers Theatre would offer case management, individual and 
family counseling and substance abuse counseling. 

Metropolitan Family Services: This grant will fund ways to address the violence at Harlan High School 
and in the Greater Roseland community. To increase aspirations, academic achievement, and decrease 
criminal activity at Harlan, Metropolitan Family Services will provide an afterschool program including 
a peace room, service learning, tutoring, and other programs. It will serve seventy-five youth total. The 
program would offer safe space, trauma informed counseling and academic support. Furthennore, the 
program offers restorative justice and service learning. 

Boys and Girls Clubs of Metropolitan Chicago: This grant will fund Boys and Girls clubs in three (3) 
South Suburban Housing Authority of Cook County facilities in Ford Heights, Robbins, and Chicago 
Heights. The programs offered to youth in the clubs will include: the BGCA Skills Mastery and 
Resistance Training (SMART) which includes gang prevention, conflict resolution and developing 
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resistance and refusal skills; Project Leam/Power Hour, two programs focused on academic achievement 
offering a variety of activities ranging from academically minded games to homework help; and physical 
fitness/healthy habits programming. In total the grant will ser\^e at least 60 youth who reside in the 
HACC housing facilities in the three targeted communities. 

The Chief Procurement Officer issued a Request for Proposal (RFP) in accordance with the Cook County 
Procurement Code. The above vendors are recommended for award based on the established evaluation 
criteria.

In exchange for fronting 
the money, tax buyers also buy a guarantee that indebted property owners will either repay them the full 
tax amount plus fees and interest, or else tax buyers have a right-two years later-to take title to the property; 
and 
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WHEREAS, as the law stands today, taxpayers will lose two months of the current twelve-month grace 
period for tax year 2014 (tax sale June 2016 instead of August 2016); they will lose two additional months 
for lax year 2015, and lose four additional months for tax year 2016. In tax year 2016 and in subsequent 
years, taxpayers will have only four months after the due date to pay their taxes in full before their taxes 
arc olTered to tax buyers; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Treasurer cunently receives 1.5% interest per month on delinquent taxes; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Treasurer estimates that the aggregate loss of tax sale revenue to Cook 
County over the next three years alone will be $84 million. Specifically, in tax year 2014 when the sale is 
two months earlier the County is estimated to lose $12 million in revenue; in tax year 2015 when the sale 
is four months earlier the County is estimated to lose $24 million in revenue; and in tax year 2016 when the 
sale is eight months earlier the County is estimated to lose $48 million in revenue; and 

WHF2REAS, the property tax burden on Chicago residents and on all Cook County residents continues to 
rise even without this change; and 

WHEREAS, although having more taxes auctioned would bring revenues more quickly to taxing districts, 
this accelerated schedule comes at the expense of taxpayers and benefits tax buyers the most; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County taxpayers deserve more than four months to pay their taxes before they are 
offered to tax buyers. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners contact state 
legislators and urge them to restore the tax sale schedule’s twelve-month grace period, the way it has been 
in the past; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a copy of this Resolution be distributed to the Illinois State 
Legislature.

WHEREAS, there are a significant number of non-citizen veterans of foreign wars, including World War 
11, Vietnam, Korea, Gulf Wars, Iraq and Afghanistan who have been removed from the United States; and 

WHEREAS, these veterans currently live in terrible and abject conditions after having served in the armed 
services of the United States; and 

WHEREAS, several of these veterans have asked for support in obtaining reentry into the United States to 
be with their families and U.S. citizen children; and 

WHEREAS, non-citizens compose a significant portion of the anned forces, enlisting more than 8,000 
persons annually; and 

WHEREAS, according to the Department of Defense, more than 65,000 non-citizen immigrants were 
serving in the U.S. armed forces as of 2008- accounting for at least 5% of the total active-duty personnel; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Immigration Refonn Act of 1996 broadened the criteria for removable offenses to include 
shoplifting, misdemeanor drug offenses and other minor offenses, allowing the Department of Homeland 
Security to quietly deport veterans who have fallen on hard times; and 

WHEREAS, according to Banished Veterans, a support group for deported veterans, there are currently 
3,000 veterans in immigration detention centers or in removal proceedings at any given time; and 

WHEREAS, veterans that have been deported do not have access to Veterans Affairs benefits or other 
benefits designed for veterans; and 

WHEREAS, the nation owes these veterans adequate support and rehabilitation equal to that of veterans 
with full citizenship; and 

WHEREAS, the non-citizen parents, spouses and children of veterans and service men and women who 
have been killed during active duty still face risk of deportation; and 
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\\’I1EREAS, these veteran family members also need adequate rehabilitation and mental health resources 
in order to cope with extreme hardship and loss that is a result of war; and 

WHEREAS, after having served time for their crimes in the criminal justice system, they are almost 
immediately afterwards dropped at the doorsteps of their country of birth - with no resources, no contacts 
and, at times, no knowledge of the language, resulting in compounded punishment; and 

WHEREAS, these valiant yet deported veterans are solely allowed reentry into the United States 
posthumously for their burial in a U.S. military cemetery. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners will bring to 
light the plight of these veterans and raise awareness to members of the United States Congress and to the 
President of the United States in a detennined effort to gain equal treatment to these veterans, their families 
and communities in the United States.

WHEREAS, Cook County is a “Fair and Equal County for Immigrants,” as defined in 07-R-240; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County is home to over one million immigrants with residents from Latin America, 
Asia, Europe and Africa; and 
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WHEREAS, Cook County has benefitted culturally, socially and economically from the diversity of its 
residents; and 

WHEREAS, the Central American countries of El Salvador, Guatemala, and Honduras have some of the 
world’s highest rates of violence, causing a refugee crisis; and 

WHEREAS, hundreds of thousands of Central Americans have been displaced by endemic violence, the 
majority of whom are women and children; and 

WHEREAS, violence against women and children is pervasive and the Central American governments 
have failed to protect their citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the number of asylum applications from Central American countries to neighboring countries 
has increased thirteen fold since 2008; and 

WHEREAS, those who pursue asylum in the United States undergo a stringent process to demonstrate past 
persecution or a fear of future persecution on account of a protected ground; and 

WHEREAS, families and children, most without access to legal counsel have received removal orders 
without having meaningful opportunities to explain their need for legal protection to an immigration judge; 
and 

WHEREAS, many of these families and children may be eligible for immigration reprieve if they are 
allowed to present their cases to the Board of Immigration Appeals; and 

WHEREAS, there have been no fewer than 83 documented murders of individuals who were deported 
back to Central American countries from the United States since January 2014; and 

WHEREAS, the United States suspended its Peace Corps operations in El Salvador in January 2016 “due 
to the ongoing security environment”; and 

WHEREAS, the Honduran National Police Chief announced in January 2016 that he is leaving the 
country due to death threats by both police and criminal gangs; and 

WHEREAS, Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) began conducting raids during the 2016 New 
Year’s holiday targeting Central American families fleeing violence and children as young as four-years- 
old; and 

WHEREAS, Central American asylum seekers should be treated with the dignity, care and compassion 
that every person deserv^es; and 

WHEREAS, immigration raids perpetuate pervasive fear within Cook County, sow distrust of local law 
enforcement and raise concerns regarding civil rights violations; and 

WHEREAS, Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) recent raids threaten the health of the 
immigrant community and all Cook County residents by creating an atmosphere of fear and distrust of 
governmental authority; and 
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WHEREAS, these raids violate basic human rights and threaten the health of all Cook County Residents 
in addition to immigrant communities by disrupting clinical, public health and public safety services as 
recognized by the American Public Health Association; and 

WHEREAS, ICE raids create unnecessary stress and trauma and re-enforce a policy of structural racism 
that isolates immigrants; and 

WHEREAS, Cook County Ordinance 11-0-73 sets out a policy outlining the proper boundaries of the 
relationship between Cook County personnel and officials and Immigration and Customs Enforcement 
(ICE). 

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board Of Commissioners hereby 
reaffinn its commitment to remain a safe place for residents of Cook County; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners hereby reaffirms its commitment to 
Cook County Ordinance 11-0-73; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners hereby denounces such raids and urges 
local law enforcement not to participate, cooperate, or otherwise facilitate such raids in the county and to 
abide by existing laws governing interaction with ICE including Cook County Ordinance 11-0-73; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners hereby urge President Barack Obama 
to designate El Salvador, Guatemala, and Honduras for Temporary Protected Status (TPS), recognizing that 
people should not be deported back to these countries given current conditions.

AUTHORIZING THE INITIATION AND ADMINISTRATION OF A DOWN PAYMENT 
ASSISTANCE PROGRAM FOR COOK COUNTY HOME BUYERS 

WHEREAS, the County of Cook is a political subdivision and a home rule unit of government duly 
organized and validly existing under the Constitution and the laws of the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of Cook County (“the Board") hereby determines it to be 
advisable and in the best interests of the County, its residents, and its taxpayers that the County continue 
the promotion of economic development, affordable housing, and home ownership within the County; and 

WHEREAS, the Board further detennines it to be advisable and in the best interests of the County, its 
residents, and its taxpayers that the County initiate and administer a program through which qualified 
first-time home buyers of residences in the County might more easily obtain competitive fixed-rate 30-year 
mortgage loans coupled with assistance for down payments and closing costs, herein referred to as a Down 
Payment Assistance Program (DPA Program); and 

WHEREAS, the Board is further desirous that to launch and administer a DPA Program, the Bureau of 
Economic Development’s Department of Planning and Development and the Bureau of Finance retain one 
or more Program Administrators to administer a DPA Program in accord with relevant federal, state, and 
local law, County policies, and established best practices, said administration to include assisting said 
Bureaus in the promulgation of Program policies and procedures, if any; satisfying requests for assistance, 
support, and infonnation made by said Bureaus; packaging and circulating the loans into the secondary 
market; and taking such other action as is necessary, advisable, or incidental to the administration of a DPA; 
and 

WHEREAS, the Board is further desirous that to launch and administer a DPA, the Bureau of Economic 
Development’s Department of Planning and Development and the Bureau of Finance, to gain better access 
to capital and lower interest rates for the Program, retain one or more Mortgage Servicing Companies to 
identify and contract with mortgage originators; set rates for the loans and the arbitraging of said loans to 
ensure that relevant loan rates remain competitive in the market; and service the DPA loans; and 

WHEREAS, the Board finds and detennines that a DPA Program as described herein will assist eligible, 
qualified borrowers in obtaining affordable mortgage loans and other assistance to aid in their purchase of 
affordable single family residences in the County. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that the 
Bureau of Economic Development’s Department of Planning and Development and the Bureau of Finance 
are hereby authorized to jointly initiate a DPA Program by: (a) retaining one or more Program 
Administrators to (1) administer the DPA Program in accord with relevant federal, state, and local law. 
County policies (including the DPA Program Guidelines which are attached hereto and hereby approved 
by the Board), and established best practices; (2) assist in the Bureaus’ joint promulgation of Program 
policies and procedures, if any; and (3) satisfy requests for further assistance, support, and infonnation 
made by the Bureaus; (b) entering into such agreements with one or more Program Administrators and one 
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or more Mortgage Servicers as are attached hereto; and (c) updating and revising from time to time, as 
necessary, advisable, or prudent, the Program Guidelines to ensure the DBA Program’s compliance with 
applicable law, policy, and best practice, and to ensure that competitive mortgage loans continue to be made 
available to eligible borrowers.

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 54, Licenses, Pennits and 
Miscellaneous Business Regulations, Article XII, Replica Firearms, SECTION NUMBER 54-420 of the 
Cook County Code is hereby amended as Follows: 
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Sec. 54-420. Replica Firearms. 


*** 


(e) Exceptions. The manufacture, marketing, distribution, sale and possession of replica firearms are 
permitted if the devices are manufactured, marketed, distributed, sold or held solely for subsequent 
transportation in intrastate, interstate or foreign commerce. Such devices shall not be displayed to the 
general public or sold for other use in the County. 

(1) Additionally. Licensed Fireanns Instructors, who have a current registration from the Illinois 
Department of Professional Regulation, are exempted if they are using replica Firearms for education, 
instruction and training of safety and proper handling of fireamis within a business or classroom setting. 

(f) Violation. Any person who violates the provisions of this section, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined 
not less than $100.00 nor more than $750.00 for each offense. All actions seeking the imposition of fines 
only shall be filed as quasi-criminal actions subject to the provisions of the Illinois Code of Civil Procedure, 
Illinois Revised Statutes, Chapter 110, Section 1-101, et seq. (1985), as amended. Each purchase, use, sale, 
gift or transfer of any such replica fireann shall be deemed a separate and distinct offense, and each day a 
person unlawfully engages in the business of selling or exhibits for sale any such replica firearm, paint 
pellet or paint pellet gun shall be deemed a separate and distinct offense.

CREATION OF CRANE OPERATORS LICENSE and BOARD OF CRANE OPERATOR 
EXAMINERS 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government as defined in Article VII, §6 under the 
1970 Illinois Constitution, and as such may exercise any power and perfonn any function pertaining to its 
government and affairs; and 


WHEREAS, the licensing of crane operators is a matter of public safety pertaining to the government and 
affairs of the County; and 
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WIIKRRAS, a C'ook County lioard of Crane Operator Itxaininers will protect the public health, general 
welfare and safety of Cook County citizens; and 

NOW, 'niKRKFORK, BK IT RKSOLVED, in order to effectively protect the public health, general 
welfare and sal'ety of its citizens the Cook County Board of Commissioners hereby establishes a Crane 
Operators License for work perfonned on construction projects in Cook County; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the Cook County Board of Commissioners establishes a Board of Crane 
Operator Examiners to establish license and pennit requirements for individuals operating cranes in the 
County of Cook; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Article 3, Chapter 102 
of the Building and Buildings Regulation of the Code of Ordinances of Cook County, Illinois is hereby 
amended as follows: 

Sec. 151-lCrane Operation in Cook County. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to operate any crane, as defined in this section, on any construction, 
rehabilitation, repair or demolition project undertaken where a pennit for such work is required by this 
Code, without first having obtained a crane operator's license. It shall be unlawful to employ any person 
or to pennit or direct any person on such a project to operate a crane as defined in this chapter unless such 
person holds a valid crane operator’s license. 

Sec. 151-2Definitions. 

The following words, terms, and phrases, when used in this article, shall have the following means ascribed 
to them in this article, except were the context clearly indicates a different meaning. 

Apprentice crane operator means an individual registered in an [apprenticeship and training program 
approved by the U.S. Department of Labor’s Office of Apprenticeship] and training to operate a crane under 
the direct supervision and responsible control of a crane operator properly licensed under this article. 

Approved accredited certifying entity means any organization whose certification program for crane 
operators is accredited by the National Commission for Certifying Agencies (NCCA) or its equivalent, and 
that meets other criteria as may be established by the Building Commissioner. Equivalency to the NCCA 
certification program shall be detennined by the Building Commissioner. 

Board of Crane Operators Examiners or Board means the Board of Crane Operators examiners established 
pursuant to Section 152 of the Building Code. 

Building Commissioner the head of the Building Department, as set forth in Section 102-105 of the 

Building Code, or the Building Commissioner’s designee. Such designee may include, but is not limited 
to, the Chief Construction Equipment Inspector. 

Chief Construction Equipment Inspector means the person appointed by the Building Commissioner under 
Section 102-105 (1.5) of the Building Code. 
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Construction equipment inspector means a person designated by the Building Commissioner to enforce the 
provisions of this article. A construction equipment inspector shall have the authority to enter any jobsite 
to inspect or review jobsite conditions and to stop work when appropriate to ensure that cranes are operate, 
maintained, assembled, disassembled, or jumped in a manner necessary or appropriate to protect public 
safety and consistent with the pennit application required under Section 151 of the Building Code. 

Cook County or County means the County of Cook, Illinois. 

Crane means any power-operated mechanical hoisting equipment with a manufacturer's rated capacity of 
one ton (2000 pounds) or more that lifts, lowers, rotates or moves a load horizontally or vertically. Such 
equipment includes, but is not limited to: (1) Articulating cranes, including knuckle-boom cranes used to 
deliver material on to a structure with or without a properly functioning automatic overload prevention 
device; (2) crawler cranes; (3) floating cranes; (4) cranes on barges; (5) locomotive cranes; (6) mobile 
cranes, such as wheel-mounted, rough-terrain, all-terrain, commercial truck-mounted, and boom truck 
cranes; (7) multi-purpose machines when configured to hoist and lower (by means of a winch or hook) and 
horizontally move a suspended load; (8) industrial cranes (such as carry deck cranes); (9) service/mechanic 
trucks with a hoisting device; (10) cranes on monorails; (11) tower cranes (such as a fixed jib, i.e. 
‘‘hammerhead boom"), luffing boom and self-erecting; (12) pedestal cranes; (13) portal cranes; (14) 
overhead and gantry cranes; (15) derricks; (16) powered window washing units if used to erect portions of 
a building; (17) track backhoes if used to erect portions of a structure; (18) rack and pinion/skips; (19) 
Chicago booms; (20) hydraulic crawler/hydraulic truck cranes (lattice booms); (21) drumhoists; (22) 
variations of the equipment listed in items (1) through (21) of this definition; and (23) any other equipment 
that the Building Commissioner, in consultation with the Board, reasonably determines is appropriately 
characterized as a crane as set forth in rules and regulations duly promulgated by the Building 
Commissioner. The term “crane" does not include (i) dedicated pile drivers: (ii) straddle cranes; (iii) 
sideboom cranes; (iv) elevators; (v) powered window washing units unless the unit is used to erect portions 
of a building; (vi) skid steers; (vii) all-terrain forklifts unless the forklift is configured to hoise and lower 
(by means of a winch or hood) and horizontally move a suspended load; (viii) mast-climbing work 
platforms, but is hall include booms attached to mast-climbing work platfonns if the boom has a 
manufacturer's rated capacity of one ton (2000 pounds) or more; (ix) any equipment listed in subsection 
(c) of 29 CFR 1926.1400 unless such equipment is listed in items (1) through (23), inclusive, of this 
definition; (x) variations of the equipment set forth in items (i) through (ix) of this definition; and (xi) any 
other equipment that the Building Commissioner, in consultation with the board, reasonably determines is 
not appropriately characterized as a crane as set forth in rules and regulations duly promulgated by the 
Building Commissioner. 

Department means the Building Department of the County of Cook. 

Licensee means any person licensed or required to be licensed under this article. 

Practical examination means an examination testing the skills of an applicant for a license under this article 
in connection with the physical operation of the specific equipment for which a license is required under 
this chapter. 

Safety issue(s) means unsafe equipment and/or unsafe working conditions. 
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Unsafe working conditions means (1) physical or other conflicts between more than one crane on a jobsite; 

(2) hoisting or swinging a load over an occupied building or over any walkway, traffic lane or parking lane 
that is open for use by pedestrians or vehicular traffic; (3) any safety or operational aid used or required to 
be used in connection with the operation of a crane that is not working properly; or (4) any other working 
condition tliat the Building Commissioner detenuines jeopardizes or threatens to jeopardize the health, 
safety or welfare of any crane operator or the general public, as set forth in rules and regulations duly 
promulgated by the Building Commissioner. 

Written examination means an examination administered in a paper or computer-based fonuat, testing the 
knowledge of an applicant for a license under this chapter in connection with the substantive requirements 
or applicable codes, operating procedures, and other similar knowledge related to the operation of a 
crane(s). 

Sec. 151-3Application - Qualification for examination. 

(a) An applicant for a crane operator’s license shall file an application with the Building Commissioner on 
a fonn provided by the Building Commissioner and in accordance with reasonable requirement determined 
by the Building Commissioner. 

(b) To qualify to take the operator’s license examination, the applicant must provide evidence on a form 
acceptable to the Building Commissioner that: 

(1) The applicant is at least 21 years old; 

(2) The applicant has worked as a crane operator for at least 2,000 hours during the preceding 48-month 
period or that the applicant has completed an apprenticeship program that is recognized by the board of 
crane operators examiners; 

(3) The applicant has not had a crane operator’s or comparable license suspended or revoked by the County 
or any other jurisdiction; provided, however, that upon good cause shown and after a full investigation, the 
Building Commissioner may waive this prohibition; 

(4) The applicant has no history of substance abuse during the preceding three years or that the applicant 
has successfully completed a certified substance abuse rehabilitation program; 

(5) The applicant has the present physical ability to safely operate a crane; and 

(6) The applicant has the ability to read, write, and speak English at a level that allows effective 
communication on the job site. 

All applicants meeting these qualifications shall be allowed to take the crane operator’s license examination 
upon payment of the required fee. 

(c) In addition to the requirements in subsection (b) of this section, to qualify to take the crane operator’s 
license examination after November 9, 2017 or the date applicable to paragraphs (a)(2) and (f) of 29 CFR 
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1926.147 as set forth in 29 CFR 1926.1427(k)(l), whichever comes later, the applicant shall have a current 
and valid certification issued by an approved accredited certifying entity identifying the type(s) of crane 
that the applicant is certified to operate. 

(d)All applicants meeting the qualifications in this section shall be allowed to take the crane operator’s 
license examination upon payment of the required fee. 

Sec. 151- 4Examinations - Administration, regulation, and enforcement. 

The Building Commissioner is authorized to adopt reasonable rules and regulations necessary or 
appropriate to implement the requirements of this chapter, including but not limited to, the time, manner 
and content of the crane operator’s examination. Such rules and regulations shall: 

(i) enable the Department to fiilly assess the competency and fitness of each applicant to operate the type of 
crane for which a license under this chapter is being sought 

(ii) require the applicant to show or demonstrate an acceptable degree of knowledge of crane operation and 
related safety practices. Except as otherwise provided in Section 151-5 the Building Commissioner shall 
establish specific examinations for the various types of cranes covered by this chapter. The board shall 
assist the Building Commissioner in the administration, regulation, and enforcement of the examination 
and licensing provisions of this chapter. 

Sec. 151-5Examination - Exemptions and Waivers. 

The Building Commissioner, in consultation with the Board, may promulgate rules and regulations waiving 
or otherwise exemption the applicants for a license under this chapter from such portions of any examination 
required under this chapter based on criteria, set forth in such rules and regulations, that the Building 
Commissioner detennines are consistent with public safety. 


Sec. 151-6License - Issuance. 

An applicant who successfully passes the crane operator’s examination or is granted a waiver of the 
examination pursuant to Section 151-5 and who otherwise meets the requirement of this chapter, shall be 
issued a license by the Building Commissioner upon payment of the required fees. 


Sec. 151-7License - Classification. 

The Building Commissioner may promulgate rules and regulations creating various classes of the license 
required by this chapter, reflecting the different levels of competency of a crane operator. 

Sec. 151-8License - Term - Renewals - Reinstatement Fee. 

The crane operator’s license shall be valid for not less than one and not more than five years for the date of 
issuance. The license may be renewed (1) upon payment of the renewal fee prior to or within three months 
of expiration of a valid operator’s license; and (2) after the date set forth in Section 151-3 of the Building 
Code upon proof that the applicant has a current and valid certification issue cy an approved accredited 
certifying entity identifying the types(s) of crane that the applicant is certified to operate; provided. 
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however, that this item (2) shall not apply if no national certification exists for specific machines the 
operation of which requires a license under this chapter. Expired licenses may be reinstated within three 
years of expiration upon payment of a $100.00 reinstatement fee in addition to the renewal fee for each 
year in which the license was expired. 

Sec. 151-9Examination and license fees. 

(a) Examination fees - General. The fee for any crane operator’s examination administered by the 
Department or through an entity authorized by the Department shall be $150.00 for any required written 
examination and $250.00 for any required practical examination. Applicants seeking to be examined for 
more than one license classification shall pay such fee for each additional required written or practical 
examination. 

(b) License fee. The fee for a crane operator’s license shall be $100.00 for a one-year license and $300.00 
for a license in effect for five years. 

(c) Upgrading license classifications. In addition to any examination fee required under subsection (a) of 
this section, an administrative processing fee of $50.00 shall be assessed if the licensee seeks to obtain an 
amended license identifying additional type(s) of cranes the licensee is competent to operate. 

Sec. 151-lOApprentice crane operators - Permit required. 

An apprentice crane operator’s pennit may be issued to an individual by the Building Commissioner 
authorizing the apprentice crane operator under the direct supervision and responsible control of a crane 
operator properly licensed under this chapter. Applicants for such apprentice pennit shall submit to the 
Department a notarized statement from an employer of licensed crane operators under whom the apprentice 
will be working, or from an officer of a training program approved by the Building Commissioner. Such 
statements shall contain a certification that the applicant will receive training under the direct supervision 
and responsible control of a licensed crane operator. The fee for an apprentice pennit shall be $50.00. 
The apprentice pennit shall be valid for one year and may be renewed at a cost of $50.00. 

Sec. 151- llCarrying license or permit while operating crane - Required. 

At all times while operating a crane, the licensee or apprentice shall carry his or her license or apprentice 
permit, as applicable, on his or her person. Failure to produce a crane operator’s license or apprentice 
pennit upon request of the Building Commissioner or his representative while operating a crane shall be 
punishable by a fine of $200.00. 

Sec. 151-12Permit to assemble or jump cranes - When required - Unlawful acts. 

(a)Prior to assembling or jumping a tower crane or derrick-type equipment, a pennit authorizing such 
activity shall be obtained from the Building Department by the owner or lessee of the building or premises 
on which such activity will occur or by such owner’s or lessee’s authorized agent. Such owner, lessee and 
agent shall be jointly and severally liable for any violation of this section. The application for such permit 
shall be in a form, and accompanied by information or materials, reasonably required by the Building 
Commissioner. 
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(b) It shall be unlawful for any person to assemble or jump any crane for which a pennit is required under 
subsection (a) of this section unless a valid pennit authorizing such activity has been obtained and is 
available for immediate inspection on the site of such activity. 

(c) No modification to any crane, derrick, foundation, tie-in, or configuration shall be made without the prior 
written approval of the Building Department. 

Sec. 151-13Notification of accident or safety issue - Required. 

It shall be the duty of each crane operator or person employing such crane operator to immediately report 
to the Building Department any and all accidents or safety issue(s) regarding the operation, assembly, 
disassembly, or jumping of a crane. 

Sec. 151-14Safe equipment - Required. 

(a) All crane equipment shall be kept in safe working condition at all times by the owner and licensee. 

(b) If any safety device or operational aid used or required to be used in connection with the operation of a 
crane is not working properly, the person operating such crane shall immediately shut down the crane until 
the required safety device or operational aid is repaired or replaced and the crane is restored to proper 
working order. 

(c) The Building Commissioner may promulgate rules and regulations to protect the public safety in 
connection with the operation, maintenance, assembly, disassembly, or jumping of cranes. Such 
regulations may include any structural, communication, reporting or other requirements deemed by the 
Building Commissioner to be necessary or appropriate to securing the safety of the crane operator or the 
general public. 

Sec. 151-15FaiIure to comply with rules and regulations - Unlawful act. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to violate any applicable rule or regulation duly promulgated by the 
Building Commissioner under this chapter. 

Sec. 151-16License - Revocation, suspension, and nonrenewal. 

The Building Commissioner may revoke, suspend, or refuse to renew the license of any crane operator or 
the pennit of any apprentice who is found to be grossly negligent or incompetent in the operation of a crane 
or whose actions show continuous carelessness or willful disregard for the health and safety of the public 
or others while operating or assisting the operation of a crane or who misrepresents a material fact in apply 
for a license or apprentice pennit under this chapter. No such license or apprentice permit shall be revoked 
or suspended or not renewed except after a public hearing by the board of crane operators examiners upon 
written notice to the licensee or apprentice, as applicable, an after affording the licensee or apprentice an 
opportunity to appear and defend. Provided, however, that if the Building Commissioner has good cause 
to believe that the continued operation of a crane by a particular licensee or apprentice shall immediately 
threaten public safety, the Building Commissioner may, upon issuance of a written order stating the reason 
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for sucli conclusion and without notice or hearing, prohibit the licensee or apprentice from operating or 
assisting in the operation of a crane for a period of time not to exceed ten calendar days; provide, however 
that the licensee or apprentice shall be afforded an opportunity to be heard during such period. 

Sec. 151-17VioIation - Penalty. 

(a) Any person who operates a crane without meeting the requirements of this chapter or any rule or 
regulation promulgated thereunder shall be subject to a fine of not less than $1,000.00 nor more than 
$ 10,000.00 for each violation. Each day of illegal operation shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. 

(b) Any person who employs an unlicensed person as a crane operator or who permits or directs an 
unlicensed person to operate a crane shall be subject to a fine of not less than $2,000.00 nor more than 
$30,000.00 for each violation. Each day of illegal operation shall constitute a separate and distinct offense. 

See. 152-1. Establishing a Board of Crane Operator Examiners 

For the purpose of the examination and licensing of crane operators perfonning work in the County, the 
Board of Commissioners of the County establishes the Board of Crane Operator Examiners consisting of 
three members. The Building Commissioner, or his designee, shall be ex officio chairman of the board. 
The other two members shall consist of experienced crane operators, appointed by the Building 
Commissioner for a tenn ending February 28 of each year, or until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. Three members of the board shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of any business and 
the concurrence of at least two members shall be required to pass any matter. 

Sec. 152-2Mission and Policy 

It is the mission and policy of the Board of Crane Operator Examiners to optimize the safety for all people 
and communities of Cook County by preparing examinations, issuing licenses and pennits, and establishing 
rules governing the issuance, suspension, revocation and reinstatement of licenses and permits, for crane 
operators in the County. 

Sec. 152-3. Jurisdiction 

The Board of Crane Examiners shall have jurisdiction throughout the County of Cook except within any 
municipality which has an ordinance governing crane operators. In such case, the municipal ordinance 
shall prevail within the municipality’s jurisdiction. 

Sec. 152-4.Powers and Duties 

The Board of Crane Operators Examiners shall have the following powers and duties in the licensing and 
regulation of crane operators and apprentice crane operators under the provisions of this Code: 

(a) Preparing fonns for license certificates and issuing the same in confonnity with the provisions of Section 
151 of the Building Code. 

(b) Preparing or causing to be prepared subject matter for examinations, as provided in this Code; 

(c) Grading or causing to be graded all tests and examinations for licenses; 
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(d) Prescribing standards for what shall constitute a recognized college, university or trade school, 
apprentice training program or other knowledge, experience or training requirements and determining the 
conformance to such standards; 

(e) Holding regular meetings at any time fixed by rule or resolution of the board; and holding special 
meetings for any stated purposes on at least 24-hour notice to each member. The chainnan or two members 
of such board may call such special meetings; 

(^Establishing rules to conduct hearings for suspension, revocation and reinstatement of licenses consistent 
with requirements of due process of law; 

(g) Holding hearings for the suspension, revocation or reinstatement of licenses; Section 151 of the Building 
Code. 

(h) Keeping a record of the official proceedings of the board; preserving all documents, books and papers 
relating to examinations for licenses and hearings of complaints or charges; keeping a record of the names, 
ages, place of business and residences of all applicants for licenses and the disposition made of the 
applications, the number issued and rejected; keeping an up-to-date record specifying names and addresses 
of crane operators licensed by the County, including the dates of issuance of all such licenses, keeping a 
record specifying names, addresses, and dates of licenses suspended, revoked or forfeited, the cause 
therefor, and licenses renewed and reinstated. 

Sec. 152-5.Display of licenses 

The Building Department shall require all appropriate licenses to be exhibited for examination by inspectors 
or employees of the Department. The Building Department shall report to the Board of Crane Operators 
Examiners the names and addresses, if known, and the locations of employment of all persons and the 
names and address of the contractor who employed any person engaged in the operation of a crane who are 
not properly licensed for the current year or who are not performing their duties in accordance with the 
provisions of this Code. The Building Department, upon request of the Board of Crane Operators 
Examiners, shall also investigate complaints of violation of this Code received by the Board and submit a 
report of the investigation with recommendations for disposition of the complaint to the Board. 

The Board of Crane Operators Examiners shall have the following powers and duties in the licensing and 
regulation of crane operators and apprentice crane operators under the provisions of this Code: 

(a) Preparing forms for license certificates and issuing the same in confonnity with the provisions of Section 
151 of the Building Code. 

(b) Preparing or causing to be prepared subject matter for examinations, as provided in this Code; 

(c) Grading or causing to be graded all tests and examinations for licenses; 
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(cl)Prcscribing standards for what shall constitute a recognized college, university or trade school, 
apprentice training program or other knowledge, experience or training requirements and detennining the 
confonnance to such standards; 

(c)nolding regular meetings at any time fixed by rule or resolution of the board; and holding special 
meetings for any stated purposes on at least 24-hour notice to each member. The chaimian or two members 
of such board may call such special meetings; 

(f) Establishing rules to conduct hearings for suspension, revocation and reinstatement of licenses consistent 
with requirements of due process of law; 

(g) Holding hearings for the suspension, revocation or reinstatement of licenses; Section 151 of the Building 
Code. 

(h) Keeping a record of the official proceedings of the board; preserving all documents, books and papers 
relating to examinations for licenses and hearings of complaints or charges; keeping a record of the names, 
ages, place of business and residences of all applicants for licenses and the disposition made of the 
applications, the number issued and rejected; keeping an up-to-date record specifying names and addresses 
of crane operators licensed by the County, including the dates of issuance of all such licenses, keeping a 
record specifying names, addresses, and dates of licenses suspended, revoked or forfeited, the cause 
therefor, and licenses renewed and reinstated. 

Effective date: This ordinance shall be in effect 90 days after passages.

WHEREAS, Chicago leads the national average in out of work, out of school youth; and, 

WHEREAS, 47% of Black men (20-24) and 20% of Hispanic men are jobless and out of school in Chicago; 
and, 

WHEREAS, the situation is even worse for Chicago’s Black and Hispanic teens (16-19) with 88% of 
Blacks and 85% of Hispanic youth, compared to 71% nationwide; and, 

WHEREAS, jobless rates for youth (20-24) are highest on the South and West Sides of the City of Chicago; 
and, 

WHEREAS, until 2000, there was a national summer youth employment program that provided over 
650,000 low-income youth with jobs; and, 

WHEREAS, since then, there have been only sporadic programs that provide youth jobs in the summer 
and hardly any programs to provide youth jobs throughout the year; and, 

WHEREAS, joblessness leads to poverty, drug abuse, homelessness and violence in our communities; and, 

WHEREAS, the persistence and severity of these conditions have ramifications for our young people and 
generations to come, and; 

WHEREAS, a national focus and program must be developed, along with state and local based programs, 
to give the youth of our country the opportunity and skills they will need to become successful adults in an 
economy growing more competitive each year.
